THAT was a good point which 


Gen. Logan made in bis reply to 
Mr. Hendrioks at Toledo. It is the 
habit of Mr. Hendrieka and other 
Democratic orators, more anxious 
about their rhetoric than their facts, 
to assert with great indignation that

has been 


grossly careless about the protection 
of foreign-born citizens.

IT Mr. Elaine thould donolnde to 


eom»>w*t during the campaign be 
oaa find ample scope to discourse on 
agriculture and let politics alone. 
The wheat crop ol 1884 is enough 
of itself to form the basis of an in- 
structive talk. The agricultural de- 
partment at Washington gives seme 
interesting facts concerning the im- 
mense yield of our soil as follows: 
The results of the harvest of spring 
wheat are not yet complete, and the 
product cannot be precisely indica- 
ted. It is probable, from the report- 
ed condition of the crop already har- 
vested and threshed, that the aggre- 
gate will vary little from 500,000,000 
bushels. The general average con- 
dition, when harvested, is 93, against 
83 last year. The condition is al- 
most identical with that reported in 
September, 1879, the census "crop, 
which yielded thirteen bushels per 
acre. The wheat states of highest 
condition are California, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Pennsylvania, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Oregon. Those of 
minor 
production 
show 
fignree 


higher than the general average- 
Iowa, Nebraska and Kansas stand- 
ing at 98, Ohio and Michigan 96, 
and Illinois 80. The Eastern and 
Southern states range from 81 in 
Mississippi to 103 in Maine. The 
corn crop is in better condition than 
in any September since 1880. The 
general average is 9i. It was 84 
last September, 88 in 1882, and 60 
in 1881. It promises to produce an 
average yield of 26 bushels for the 
entire breadth, or not less than 
1,800,000,000 bushels. It will make 
the largest aggregate quantity ever 
reported in the history of the crop. 


The London agent of the depart- 


ment as a result of statistical inves- 
tigations, makes the statement that 
the year will not be one of abun- 
dance; that European wheat, though 
above the average in product, will 
be less than the aggregate of 1882. 
European countries exporting can 
supply 80,000,000 bushels, leaving 
180,000,000 bushels to be obtained 
from other continents. Stocks are 
not excessive. There is increased 
consumption of wheat, and it is the 
general opinion that the 
lowest 


prices have been reached. Potatoes 
and rye are less abundant than last 
year. 


EX-GOVERNOB 
BOUTWELL, in 
the 


course of a spirited speech at Faneuil 
Hall, Boston, on Tuesday night, 
paid his compliments to the most 
distinguished of "professional Ger- 
mans," Carl Sohurz, in such lan- 
guage as this: 


He is an adventurer in politics, 


and to no country has he been a 
patriot. Within the short period of 
less than fourteen years he has been 
twice a member of each of the two 
great political parties of this coun- 
try. 
If that circumstance you are 


to attribute to pecuniary or other 
personal considerations, then he is 
unworthy of support. But, if yon 
take the more charitable view, that 
his course of policy in this country 
is due to his incapacity to form 
opinions by which he is himself 
willing to abide, he is then unfit to 
give counsel to others or to take the 
position of a leader among men.

Ten rears ago he married 
Eliza Ohenoweth, who with a daughter, 
Alice, aged 8 years, imrvives him. The 
deceased was ona of Decattir's most prom- 
ising business young men, and certainly 
no on* developed more capacity and en- 
ergy in any vocation than did Dick dur- 
ing his business career. Ha succeeded in 
making his gallery one of the best in the 
State, and was prospering finely when he 
met with the unfortunate accident which 
caused his premature death and filled 
maoy hearts with sadness. Dick waa a 
young man of good habits and genial dis- 
position and a useful citizen, devoted to 
his family and business.
